HORSES AND MULES BADLY WOUND- 
ED IN BATTLE. 


On May 2d we wrote Hon. John D. Long, 
Secretary of the Navy, and whose name heads 
the list of vice-presidents of our ‘* American 
Humane Education Society,” asking him to 
use his influence to have an order issued that 
all horses and mules badly wounded in battle 
shall be promptly and mercifully shot when 
possible. We also wrote A. S. Pratt, Esq., 
President of our Washington (D. C.) Humane 
Society, to use his influence to the same effect. 
We were glad to receive on May 3d a kind 
letter from President Pratt, and on May 4tha 
kind letter from Hon. John D. Long, that they 
would use their influence to procure such an 
order. On May 6th we received another 
letter from Secretary Long, enclosing a letter 
received by him from War Secretary Alger, 
that the Quartermaster-General had instruc- 
tions to give careful consideration to the 
shooting of horses and mules badly wounded 
in battle. 

It was a pleasant thing to know that with 
the tremendous responsibilities resting on 
the shoulders of Secretary Long, he had time 
to remember the horses and mules which may 
be severely wounded in battle.

‘*“WE WILL SEND NO MORE SONS TO 
THE WAR.” 

At the National Congress of Mothers recently 
held in Washington, Mrs. Leeds stated that a 
missionary in Spain had written her that in 
many parts of the country the women were 
marching through the streets with banners on 
which were inscribed, ‘* We will send no more 
sons to the war.” 

We believe that something like 100,000 of 
these young sons of Spanish mothers, forced 
into the Spanish armies, have already died 
in Cuba alone. 

With one-thousandth part of the money 
now spent on war the children in all the 
schools of Spain could have been so humanely 
educated that war would have been impossi- 
ble. And the same would be true in America 
and other nations. 

We are rich and Spain is poor. We have 
between 70,000,000 and 80,000,000 people, 
Spain between 17,000,000 and 18,000,000. 

If other nations do not interfere, there can 
be no doubt of the /jirst result of the war, but 
what may follow no man can at present foresee.

Our Western ‘‘ Band of Mercy” organizer, 
Mr. C.S. Hubbard, has been organizing during 
the past month 218 Bands in Toledo, Ottawa, 
Columbus Grove, Ohio, and Joliet, Ill. In the 
last named place he organized a Band of over 
200 of the convicts in the State Prison. 


IF CONGRESS. 

If Congress would give us the power we 
would stop this war in forty-eight hours— 
feed the reconcentrados—help those that want 
it to colonize in our Southern States or Mexico 
—give employment to all that need it on the 
levees of our western rivers and constructing 
great reservoirs to hold and let out gradually

Of course we cannot expect in the great war 
fever which has been sweeping over our coun- 
try to escape letters and editorials attacking 
us for the views we entertain in regard to the 
settlement of international disagreements by 
arbitration without war; but we are glad to 
find that these attacks have come, [so far as 
we have been able to discover] without ex- 
ception, from persons who have never given a 
dollar to our humane work. 

We believe with James Russell Lowell that 
war (generally) is murder—and with General 
Sherman that war (always) is hell—to horses 
as well as men, and that nations have no more 
right than individuals to settle their difliculties 
by killing each other. 

We believe that if President McKinley had 
been let alone he could have secured by peace- 
ful negotiations with no loss of life or money, 
all we could ask, and that the reconcentrados 
who are starving in Cuba would long since have 
been fed with the contributions which we, 
with thousands of our fellow-citizens, have 
cheerfully given for that purpose. 

We believe that even now, if Congress would 
only authorize it, the President could immedi- 
ately end the war with vast profit to our own 
country—to Cuba—to Spain, and perhaps to 
other nations, by simply proposing an ar- 
mistice and continuing the negotiations 
which, but for the interference of Congress, 
would have made the war unnecessary.

WHAT MRS. ABBA GOOLD WOOLSON 
SAYS OF THE SPANISH PEOPLE. 


In the Boston Herald of May 15th we find 
two columns headed, ‘‘A Plea for Spain,” 
written by the above well known and most 
highly-respected lady, who, from long resi- 
dence and travel in that country, is entirely 
familiar with the Spanish people. We have 
only room for the following extracts:

*“ Yet, observation has taught me that, so far from 
being correct, this prevalent opinion regarding the 
people of Spain is the exact opposite of the truth. 

“Judging from what I have seen for myself, 
I am compelled to believe that the Spaniards at 
home are asingularly honest, quiet, sunny-natured 
race, scorning meanness, and honorable for honor’s 
sake. With great sobriety of demeanor, especially 
in the north, they have kindness of heart and gene- 
rosity of spirit, and maintain a frank, sincere bear- 
ing in all their intercourse. I am aware how in- 
credible this will sound; yet allegiance to truth 
and justice makes any other testimony on my part 


impossible.” 
* * * * 


“Into whatever regions my pilgrimages led I was 
befriended on every side, often voluntarily accom- 
panied by some good, sturdy townswoman from the 
inn, who wished to make sure that I saw all the 
glories of the cathedral, and that no one did me an 
ill turn, and who often scorned any payment for 
such aid. And any man, high or low, of whom I 
made a passing inquiry answered as if the credit of 
Spain and her chivalry were at stake in giving me 
a helpful reply and such efficient service as lay in 
his power. 

“These people were not posing for a foreigner’s 
eye; Isawthem, as they were, in widely different 
sections, and where their national characteristics 
and habits remained unchanged.” 

+ * * * * * 

“It might be pleasanter if we could believe our 
enemy in the present war to be the embodiment of 
vicious instincts, but loyalty to truth should be the 
firstduty of any citizen, the world over, especially 
when there can be no question of danger to the 
state; and surely no country is free where such truth 
cannot be spoken,”’

“And now a woman stands at the head of the gov- 


ernment there, as she does also in England and 
Holland—a thing which can never happen in our re- 
public. Like all the royal Austrian family, she has 
Spanish biood in her veins, and is a direct descen- 
dant of the great Isabella, as is also her son on the 
part of both parents. Her purity of life, strict devo- 
tion to her duties as a mother and aruler, her sim- 
ple bearing and goodness of heart have brought her 
the homage of all Spain.

“That Europe is Christian to-day, and not Moham- 
medan, and that Europe’s child, America, inherited 
from her parent our present faith and the civiliza- 
tion based upon it, is due to the fact that just north 
of the narrow straits of Gibraltar, over which sailed 
persistently the dark hosts from Asia and Africa, 
extended a peninsula inhabited by a nation of 
dauntless spirit and of unflagging loyalty to the 
Christian cause. For seven long centuries they held 
the gateway of Europe against Moslem hordes re- 
solved upon its conquest, till they had replaced the 
crescent with the cross upon every watch tower of 
Spain. 

“Only six months after that tremendous work 
had been ended by the surrender of the Alhambra, 
a fleet of Spanish vessels was leading the way west- 
ward over unknown wastes of sea, and, save their 
great Genoese leader, every man on board was a 
Spanish seaman. 

“ Thus Spain saved Europe and gave to it America. 
She has lost, and is losing, her last hold on that new 
world which she revealed. It would be acrime of 
ingratitude if Europe and America did not combine, 
if need be, to save the Spanish peninsula intact for 
the Spanish people. 

“These people have in them the making of the 
best republicans, next to ourselves, in the world. 

“* All who care for the welfare of humanity, in any 
broad and general sense, must hope that, as the 
outcome of this struggle upon which we have en- 
tered, Cuba will be free—not only for herown good, 
but for that of ourselves and of Spain as well. And 
those familiar with Spain must hope that the Queen 
Regent may continue at the head of its government, 
to guide it wisely for herself and her son, till the 
people can be qualified to establish a republic. 


The court of Maria Christina is said to be 
one of the most moral that Spain has ever 
known. To-day the sympathies of the civi- 
lized world must be with her.

It deals most 
interestingly with the various cruelties that are 
practiced upon animals in order to satisfy the de- 
mands of fashion’s devotees, and conveys most im- 
pressively the lessons which the Humane Society 
desirestoteach. Butaside from this feature, it isa 
capital society story, with artistic delineations of 
character, and lively, realistic scenes that will 
please the most exacting novel reader.” 


Also the following from the Haverhill (Mass.) 
Evening Gazette: 


A book entitled ‘Some of New York’s has 
recently been issued by the American Humane Edu- 
cation Society, and bids fair to become as popular as 
the widely read tale of ** Black Beauty.”’” On the cover 
is an excellent cut of the author, who has done a 
good work in giving this story to the public, as it 
teaches many lessons of kindness toward God’s 
dumb creatures.

The story teaches many 
lessons of kindness to animals, depicts the inhu- 
man treatment which is practiced by the unthink- 
ing as well as by those who are cruel by nature, 
while it shows that the ‘'400"’ are not all the selfish 
people many deem them to be. The book is well 
writtem, and cannot fail to accomplish its high pur- 
pose. 


THE PROTECTION OF ANIMALS. 


At the May meeting of the Directors of the 
“American Humane Education Society” and **Mas- 
sachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals,” hekid on the 18th ult., President Angell 
reported that the city agents had during the past 
month dealt with 663 complaints of cruelty, taken 
56 horses from work, and caused 112 animals to be 
mercifully killed. ; 

Mr. Angell had been notified of the gift of three 
thousand dollars to the ‘‘ M.S.P.C.A.” under the 
will of Mrs. Mary Alvord of Chicopee, and of two 
thousand dollars under the will of Mrs. Caroline W. 
Oxnard of Boston. 

Mr. Leach, Massachusetts “‘ Band of Mercy” or- 
ganizer, had during the month organized ‘“‘ Bands 
of Mercy” in allthe schools of Beverly, Manchester 
and Rockport, and is now organizing them in all 
the schools of Lawrence. They have been already 
organized in the public schools of ninety-five Mas- 
sachusetts cities and towns. 

383 new “* Bands” had been organized during the 
month in the United States, making a total of 
33,078. 

Mr. Angell has received a letter from the United 
States Quartermaster General, Washington, D. U., 
assuring him that animals severely wounded in 
battle will be promptly and mercifully killed.

CATNIP AT THE ZOO. 


People who live in the country know well 
the herb called catnip. We have seen it pro- 
duce exactly the effect described here on a pet 
cat that lived in the city where it could not 
get the plant. 

Sometime ago an armful of fresh catnip was 
picked and taken to Lincoln Park to try its 
effect on the animals there. Sofaras is known. 
catnip does not grow in the native homes of 
these animals, so it was the first time they had 
ever smelled it. 

The scent of the plant tilled the whole place, 
and as soon as it had reached the parrot’s cor- 
ner the two gaudily attired macaws set up a 
note that drowned thought and made for the 
side of the cage, poking their beaks and claws 
through. When the catnip was brought near 
them they became nearly frantic. They were 
given some and devoured it, stem, leaf and 
blossom, with an avidity commensurate with 
the noise of their voices. 

The keeper and the catnip carrier then 
made for the cage of Billy, the African leo- 
pard. Before the front of his cage was reached 
he had bounded from the shelf whereon he 
lay, apparently asleep, and stood expectant. 
A double handful of catnip was passed through 
to the floor of the den. Never was the prey 
of this African dweller in his wild state 
pounced upon more rapidly or with more abso- 
lute savage enjoyment. First Billy ate a 


mouthful of the catnip, then he lay flat on his 
back and wriggled through the green mass 
until his black-spotted yellow hide was filled 
with the odor. Then Billy sat on a bunch of 
the catnip, caught a leaf-laden stem up in 
either paw and rubbed his cheeks, chin, nose, 
eyes and head. Heatean additional mouthful 
or two and then jumped back to his shelf, 
where he lay the very picture of contentment. 

In the tiger’s cage there isa very young, 
but full-grown animal. When this great, surly 
beast inhaled the first sniff of the catnip, he 
began to mew like a kitten. Prior to this, 
the softest note of his voice had been one 
which put the roar of the big-maned South 
American lion toshame. That vicious tiger 
and his kindly-dispositioned mate fairly rev- 
elled in the liberal allowance of the plant 
which was thrust into her cage. ‘They rolled 
about init and played together like six-weeks- 
old kittens. They mewed and purred; tossed 
it about, ate of it, and after getting about as 
liberal a dose as had Billy, the leopard, they 
likewise leaped to their respective shelves and 
blinked lazily at the sun. 

The big lion, Major, was either too dignified 
or too lazy to pay more than passing attention 
to the bunch of catnip which fell to his lot. 
He ate a mouthful or two of it, licked his 
chops ina ‘that’s not half-bad’’ way, and 
then went back to his nap. The three baby 
lions quarreled over their allowance, and ate 
it every bit.—Chicago Times-Herald.

BE KIND TO YOUR HORSE. 


The Massachusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, through Mr. 
Angell, furnishes the following rules for the 
care of horses at this time: 

On avery hot day keep a sponge, a towel, 
or your handkerchief, soaked with pure cold 
water on the top of your horse's head. 

If your horse’s back is sore use pure cold 
water on it freely every time the saddle is 
removed. 

In hot weather tell your herdic, or cab, or 
carriage driver to drive slowly, especially up 
hills, and give him five or ten cents extra for 
doing it. 

In hot weather be sure your check-rein is 
loose and your horse frequently watered. 

In hot weather a mouthful of grass, ora 
piece of bread, or a cracker even will help 
your horse wonderfully.—Boston Herald.

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YELLOW FEVER. 


LET OUR SOLDIERS GOING TO CUBA WEAR 
POWDERED SULPHUR IN THEIR SHOES. 


Many years ago the Hon. Casey Young, member 
of congress from Memphis, Tenn., told me that he 
and many others escaped from yellow fever, which 
had been prevailing to a terrible extent in Memphis, 
by simply wearing powdered sulphur in their shoes. 
In one instance he had a large number of gentlemen 
in his offices and advised them in regard to this 
matter, and every man who acted upon his advice 
escaped the fever, while quite a number of them 
who did not had it. 

When the grip was attacking almost every family 
in Boston afew years ago, I sent an officer to the 
Byam match factory, who reported that out of the 
large number of persons employed there not one 
had been attacked by the grip. I distinctly re- 
member reading some years ago that all persons 
working in the Italian sulphur mines escaped the 
malaria that prevailed all about them. I re- 
member, also, in a book written by an eminent Ger- 
man physician, translated into English, his asser- 
tion that persons observing the ordinary rules of 
health, and wearing sulphur constantly in their 
shoes were completely protected from cholera. I 
have also had at different times evidence given to 
me that the wearing of sulphur in the shoes has in 
various cases cured persons afflicted with rheuma- 
tism. 

It may be that the old New England custom of our 
forefathers and foremothers, giving to their children 
every spring brimstone and molasses, was not with- 
out a good foundation, and the effect of a few doses, 
as many of us know, is sufficiently powerful to 
blacken the silver pieces carried in one’s pocket- 
hook, so that car conductors and others some- 
times hesitate to receive them. I think, in view of 
operations in Cuba, it is well to send out this infor- 
mation widely through channels where it will be 
likely to attract public attention.

you ought to treat him as if he were your 
own. If youdrive out ten miles, you ought 
not toattend to your own wants until you 
see him properly cared for. If an honest man, 
you will remember that you are under a two- 
fold obligation to that animal—an obligation 
to its owner and an obligation to the animal. 
You are the debtor of both, and though you 
pay the price of the horse, yet no money can 
release you from the duty and moral claim 
involved in the bargain between yourself and 
the owner. To neglect the poor speechless beast 
that cannot appeal to the commiseration of a 
passer-by, is simply unpardonable, and the 
man who is guilty of such neglect is worse 
than a man. 


FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE. 

One of the brightest names that shine on the 
pages of the history of the nineteenth century is 
that of Florence Nightingale. Though educated and 
accomplished sufficiently to fit her for the adorn- 
ment of society, she chose to part with society, 
friends, and the luxuries, and many of the comforts 
of life, that she might lighten the burden and 
smooth the pillows of suffering humankind. 

Florence Nightingale was born at Florence in 
1823. And the locality, doubtless, suggested the 
name of the subject of this sketch. In 1844she left 
her English relatives, and made’a tour of the hos- 
pitals of Europe to ascertain defects in their manage- 
ment, and devise all possible remedies. After this 
she studied with the Sisters of Charity, in Paris, 
and learned their system of management of hos- 
pitals and nursing invalids, until 1851, at which time 
she entered the Institution of Protestant Deacon- 
esses, at Kaiserswerth, on the historic Rhine. On 
returning to England she put into operation the 


Sanitarium for Governesses, in connection with | 


the London institution. 

In 1854, England and her allies turned their big 
guns on the Russian Empire. Why and wherefore 
let the historian, and not a simple sketch-writer, 
explain. Enough to note that the battle of Alma 
was fought September 20, 1854, and soon after, to the 
hospitals on the banks of the Bosphorus were sent 
whole regiments of torn and lacerated, quivering 
human flesh in shape of ‘‘the wounded.” 

And here, in the crowded hospitals, those brave 
victims of unholy war were to suffer hardships and 
pestilential woes that dwarfed the duties of camp 
and battle-field. Here was an opportunity for Miss 
Nightingale. Sydney Herbert was glad to accept 
her offer to go and organize a nursing department 
at Scutari, and, on November 4th, she, with her 
nurses, arrived at Constantinople—on the eve of 
Inkermann. And from the second battle came 
pouring in other regiments of sick and wounded, 


to be added to the 2,300 patients already in the hos- 
pitals. Here, in this far-off Oriental land to allevi- 
ate the sufferings of these unfortunate men, she 
gave the best energies of her life, personally doing 
all in her power as well as superintending every- 
thing, on her feet at times for twenty hours without 
rest. 

In the spring of 1855, while in the Crimea organ- 
izing hospitals, she was prostrated withfever. But 
even then she would not leave-her post, but, after 
her recovery, remained at Scutari until July 28, 
1856, when—the big guns having done their work— 
Turkey was evacuated by the British. Even after 
that date Miss Nightingale was an invalid, having 
destroyed her own health in her efforts to benefit 
others. 

In 1858 she contributed to the National Associa- 
tion two papers for the promotion of social science, 
on hospital construction and arrangement. The 
same year she wrote “The Notes on Hospitals” and 
“Notes on Narsing,” two invaluable works very 
much in use at the present day. At the close of the 
Crimean War a fund was placed at her disposal, 
the annual income of which was about $7,000, which 
was for years spent by her in training a superior 
order of nurses, in connection with St. Thomas’ and 
King’s College hospitals. 


THE PARADISE OF BEASTS.

A learned man, 
who was waiting for St. Peter to open the door, 
said to the horse: 

**What are you doing here? You have no right 
to enter Paradise. J have the right because I was 
born of a woman.” 

And the poor plug answered timidly: 

‘““My mother was a gentle mare. She died, old, 
abused; and I came to find out whether she is 
here.” 

Then the door opened, and lo! the Paradise of 
animals. 

And the old horse knew its mother, who recog- 
nized her. 

She neighed in joy. And when they were both on 

the celestial prairie, the horse exulted in finding 
again the old companions of his misery and seeing 
their happiness, which would last forever. 
* There were horses that had drawn huge stones 
over slippery pavements; that had been beaten 
violently, that had succumbed under cruel loads; 
that with blinded eyes had turned ten hours each 
day the merry-go-round. There were mares that, 
in the bull-fights and before the eyes of young girls 
who had looked on with flushed cheeks, had swept 
the hot sand of the arena with their rent intestines. 
And there were others, and others. 

And now they all took their own gait on the great 
plain of divine peacefulness. 

Other animals were also happy. Cats, mysterious 
and refined, obeyed only their Creator. They pawed 
gently at threads with a feeling of inexplicable im- 
portance. 

Dogs—good mothers—spent their time nursing 
their young. Fish swam without fear of the ang- 
ler; birds feared no gun. And so it was with all 
the animals. 

There was no man in this Paradise.

Let him 
know their value as insect-eaters, and that we need 
a great many more birds in our woods and near 
our homes than we now have.

the large boy as well, that a live bird is much more 
interesting to watch than a dead one, thus we may 
change his interest in birds from that of a savage to 
that of a naturalist. One good way to do this is to 
form Bands of Mercy in schools and elsewhere.
